Fire, Chief Voth 


Final checking of weeks is be- 
ing done this week by Fire Chief| 
J. -W.. Voth, who 
most of the notices. for weed 
clearance have already been sent 
out. = 

Caution in burning off lots is 
urged upon property holders. Care | 
should, be exercised to see. that all | 
dry growths are cleared away 
from buildings, fences and hedges 
sufficiently so. that there will -be 
no danger of any of these catch- 
ing fire, Chief Voth warns. 

DO NOT BURN PARKWAYS 


Parkways should not be burn- 
ed, he advises; and added’ that 


sponsible in such a case if any 
trees are scorched.. Apparent am- 
ple clearing around trees is not 
always sufficient protection to 
small trees, which become scorch- 
ed very easily. Chief Voth re- 
commends that parkways be clear- 
ed by hoeing or pulling the weeds 
and all requirements will be prop- 
erly served.
